The French mail, with dates, Yokohama June 19, Shanghai June 23, Hong Kong 
June 29. Singapore July 8, which was doe, via Maraeilles, this day, has been de- 
tained en route, and 1s not expected to be delivered until Monday next, the 19th 
inst, on which day the following P. and QO. mati, with dates Yokohama Juno 26, 
Shanghai June 30, Hons Kong July 6, Singapore July 14, 1s also due. We have 
received, via San Franci:co and New York, our advices by the Pacific mail leaving 
Yokohama June 22, and also a telegraphic summary of the news by the following 
Pacific mall, with dates from that port to July 7. 

Telegrams by the China Submarine and Red Sea Lines are being received with 
the usual regularity, occupying, allowing for difference of time, four to five hours 
in transmission. Communication between Hong Kong and Shanghal is interrupted, 
and notice is given that messages for Shanghai are for the present to be addressed 
“* post Hong Kong.’’ Communication by the Siberian roate is also suspended, the 
land lines being out of order.

YOKOHAMA. 

Advices from this port by the Pacific mail extend to the 22nd 
June ; the French mail, with London dates to the 26th April, ar- 
rived out on the 16th, and the following .P. and O. mail of 3rd 
May on the 17th June. The following summary of the news is 
from the Japan Mail and Japan Herald :— 

In accordance with the announcement to that effect previously 
made by the Government, the railway between Yokohama and 
Shinagawa was opened for traffic on the 12th June. A party of 
high Japanese officials, headed by the Prime Minister Sanjo, 
Okuma Sanghi and [to, and accompanied by the Minister of Pub- 
lic Works and the Chief Commissioner of Railways, came duwnon 
the previous evening and made a formal inspection of the line 
preparatory to its opening. There had been so many delays, so 
many rumours of the line being opened, which turned out to be 
canards, that an official announcement was gladly hailed by all, 
and it was expected that quite a numerous company would take 
passage by the first train. But, on the contrary, those who went 
for the mere gratification of curiosity were very few—only three 
foreigners—while some nine or ten others made use of the line to 
go to Yedo on business. By five minutes to eight in the morning 
some hundred persons, including several Japanese officials, were 
in the train, and as the clock struck the hour the whistle sounded, 
and amid the cheers of the passengers, the train drew out of the 
station. To describe the journey to Shinagawa is to be done ina 
few lines. The passengers had scarcely become accustomed to the 
motion and settled in their seats ere Kanagawa was reached — 
four minutes from the start. Then, entering upon a long straight 
run through the paddy fields, they soon passed Tsurume and 
then Kawasaki—fourteen minutes past cight. A short stop at 
this station and once more en route, crossing the bridge over the 
Logo, and in a few minutes through the cutting and out on to 
the Shinagawa embankment, the whole journey occupying thirty- 
four minutes only. There the train remained for some twenty- 
five minutes, and the passengers having taken their places, were 
carried back to Yokohama in thirty-three minutes. The carriages 
composing the train were six in number, two first, two second, 
one third, and the guard’s van, one each of the first and second- 
class carriages being for smokers. The plan upon which they 
have been built differs somewhat from that in use either in Eng- 
land or America, the seats running along the sides of the carriage 
as in an American street car, and the first-class carriages being 
divided into three compartments by sliding doors. The second- 
class carriages have cane seats, and are not divided, while the 
third clags carriaves are at present merely baggage cars with seats, 
no proper third-class carriages having been constructed. The nar- 
rowness of the gauge, which many expected would make the 
carriages unsteady, failed to have that effect, and the travelling 
was as smooth as that on most English lines. On the whole there 
can be no question as to the success attained by opening the line. 

For the present it is not intended to cultivate the intermediate 
station traffic ; passengers will therefore only be taken from the 
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Yokobama termivus to Shinagawa station, and vice versa. Nor will 
goods be taken until the trains run through to Yedo, which. should 
the season prove propitious, may, we are assured, he expected totake 
place some three months hence. the rails having been in great 
part laid along the embankment. An engine has already run 
through. The station at Yedo is well forward, and by such time 
as the line is fit for through traffic the woods sheds and ware- 
houses will be completed for use. With the object of reducing 
the risks of collision to which a railway having only a single line of 
rails upon which the upand down traffic hxs to be worked, the sys- 
tem of “blocking ’’ the line by telezraph between any two stations 
has been adopted. The working of the planis thusexplained : When 
a train, for instance, is about to leave Yokohama station, the sta- 
tion-master gives orders to the telegraph clerk to block the line 
to Kawasaki ; this is done by first calling attention by a single 
stroke bell, which is acknowledged by Kawasaki station. Then by a 
ri ad needle block instrument, the Yokohama clerk holds over 
his handle, which places his needle to “train on line,” which in- 
dicates the same at Kawasaki. Then the clerk at Kawasaki puts 
in a pin which secures the needle to “train on line ;”’ this remains 
so until the arrival of the train at Kawasaki. When the train is 
either in the siding, or clear of the main line, the station 
master gives orders to the telegraph clerk to“ clear line.” This is 
done by first calling attention of the Yokohama station, which is 
acknowledged by the bell, then Kawasaki station releases the 
in and holds his handle over to “line clear;” this is ac- 
owledged by Yokohama station, then the needle hangs per-

Hy observed the accident of trains meeting or running into each 
other is rendered an impossibility. It is an admirable plan for 
adding to the safety of those who travel. The stations that have 
been erected are unpretentious in character, inexpensive, and fairly 
convenient for a moderate amount of traffic. On the first day 
only two trains were advertised to run each way daily, but the 
authorities have since put on four more. The fares that have 
been fixed have called forth universal disapprobation on account 
of their exorbitancy—the first-class equalling something about 
fourpence per mile! We hear, however, that the charges are to 

lowered. 

A contest is going on between the foreign diplomatic represen- 
tatives and the Japanese Government respecting the way in which 
the Mikado should give audience when earner are made. 
Heretofore it has been customary for his Majesty to give audience 
sitting, Japanese fashion. Mr. Watson, the new British Chargé 
@ Affuires, is of opinion, however, that the Mikado’s attitude to. 
wards the representatives of Sovereign Powers is not sufficiently 
respectful, and requires to be changed. This view, upon a con- 
ference, has been concurred in by the other Ministers. The point 
of etiquette. however, is stubbornly debated, Terashima Toza being 
especially obstinate on this trivial matter. Mr. Watson is pre- 
vented from presenting his credentials until the affair is satisfac- 
torily adjusted by the concession of what is required. Terashima 
Tora ee occasion manifests a stubborn spirit of obstruc- 
tion. It was he who particularly busied himself on the 
Christian question, and displayed an intolerant bigotry durin 
the many interviews and long correspondence with Ministers whic! 
took place on this subject some two years ago. It would have 
been ! etter for Japan had a more judicious selection of Minister 
to England been made ; of somebody, at all events, who had not 
distinguished himself in the maladroit way that he has done. An 
inveterate opponent of Christianity is an awkward choice to send 
to Christian England. But whilst he is so staunchly Conservative, 
insisting on the Mikado not observing the rule observed by other 
Sovereigns when receiving foreign representatives, the ground has 
been quite cut from under his feet by the Mikado at an audience 
given the other day to Admiral Jenkins, of the United States 
navy, standing erect, instead of observing the undignified squat- 
ting posture heretofore observed by his Majesty on these occasions. 
After this we shall expect to hear of the British Charge d’ Affaires 
being received in the manner to which he is entitled as the repre- 
sentative of the sovereign of a great nation. 

_The Mikado has expressed his intention to visit different parts 
of his empire. He starts on bis tour on the 28th June. He first 
Visits Osaka, after which, proceeding via the Inland Sea, he w'll 
reach Nagasaki. It is not yet decided in which vessel his Ma- 
jesty = travel, but the whole of the Imperial fleet will accom- 
pany him. 

Teroshima Toza has been gazetted as Charge DAffaires of 
Japan to England for the term of three years, but it is not im- 
probable that this will be ultimately changed to six. 

The Japanese Government has issued a long explanation of 
the recent revolt near near Nee-e-gata. It states that it was 
really fomented by ronins from the former provinces of Aidzu and 
Yonezawa, and that the secret motive was political, although the

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The department of religion has called another conference of 
Buddhist priests at Yedo, to be held there on the 26th June. The 
object of the gathering is not stated, but none but priests of the 
“ most learned and virtuous character are to attend.” The prieets 
who were summoned have arrived at Yedo. Several notifications 
concerning the Buddhists have been published. It ig announced 
that hereafter all priests are to be permitted to eat Besh and to 
marry, as well as to wear foreign stothes. aoe 

The Government is paying great attention to its settlements in 
the island of Yeso. On the 22nd May the Government despatched 
a steamer conveying a company of artisans, among whom were 
carpenters, masons, and others, to the number of 568 pers. to 
the island, where quarters have been prepared Yorthem. Ina 
few weeks hence another company of five or six hundred more 
persons will be sent to the same place. A manufactory for the 
purpose of making bricks by steam has been established near 
Yedo. 

The new kinsats, which have been manufactured for the 
Government at Frankfort, are now being issued. The kinsat 
forgers still seem to be at work. Two Japanese merchants of 
Yedo have been seized by the police, charged with making 800 
rios’ worth of Kinsats. It appears that after they had made that 
amount they got nervous, and destroyed all the tools, implements, 
and the balance of the blanks by fire, hoping to thus conceal their 
crime from the authorities. They then equally divided the 800 
rios’ worth that they had made, but were arrested in attempting 
to pass them. . 

omplaints are being made of extortion practised upon foreigners 
who travel by Japanese steamers running between Yedo and Yo- 
kohama, from whom double rates are collected, although ord 
receive no more accommodation than the natives. This is exceed- 
ingly low and mean, especially when it is well known that on 
foreign mail steamers the rates for Japanese are not raised. When 
the Imperial Ambassadors of the Mikado went to America, the 
passage money paid was the usual first-class rate. No advantage 
was taken of them to extort extra passage money. This should 
be well noted by Japanese, and foreigners treated with more 
justice hereafter. At present the universal custom in Japan is 
to ask foreigners three or four times as much as the natives of the 
country are expected to pay. hh. 

Serious disturbances have taken place in the Karatz district, 
said to be caused by a rival clan seizing upon a treasury chest 
containing 50,000 rios. Six hundred Imperial troops have been 
despatched to the scene of the riot. 

A school for the children of the poor has been opened at 
Shiba, Hikangicho, Yedo. The children have to pay oy the 
small sum of one boo each per month, and they are sup» lied, free 
of charge, with school-books. pens, paper, ink, &c. The salaries 
of the teachers, rent of building. and other expenses, are chiefly 
borne by some wealthy merchants ot Yedo, the balance being paid 
by the Government. The children are taught reading and writing 
in English, French, and their own language. The schools in 
Yedo—both Government and private—now amount to nearly 200, 
whereas four or five years ago there were but few,—a sure gua- 
rantee for the improvement of the people. 

It is announced that the streets of Yedo are to be widened— 
the main street to fifteen ken, and those running parallel with it 
Cross thoroughfares are to be eight ken. Trees — 
are to be planted along the sides of the principal avenues, and 
side-walks are to be introduced in some cases. 

An extracrdinary report has been received in Yedo, stating 
that a sort of panic has arisen among the lower classes in Aki 
and Nagato, in relation to the telegraph. It is believed to be a 
diabolical device, that the wires are coated with the blood of 
young girls, and that a census now going on is in order to ascer- 
tain the number of available young girls for this purpose. 

It is stated by tea growers that the crop this year will not equal 
hy one-half that produced last year, in consequence of the severe 
winter they have had; but, notwithstanding thia, the amount 
that will be brought into the market will be five times as much 
as that offered five years ago, owing to a much larger area of soil 
being put under tea cultivation. 

The annual regatta held in honour of Her Majesty's birthday 
came off on the 29th May with great success, notwithstanding an 
almost incessant downpour of rain on that day. An attempt has 
heen made to revive the ancient English sport of hawking, but 
the result was a complete fiasco. 

The supposed assassin of Hirosawa, a high official who was mur- 
dered last year, has been captured, and will be executed should 
his guilt be established.

ment to join the Embassy now visiting America and Europe. __ 

A new order has been issued against the sale of land in any 

art of the Empire to foreigners, and also against the offering of 

d as security for loans. 

Complaints of the negligent manner in which the Government 
oT on the postal service still continue to be made. 

Three new telegraph stations are about to be opened in Yedo 
shortly—one near Niphon Bashi, another a short distance from 
the Asakusa temple, and the third near Rionguku. 

Hail storms have taken place in the province of Shimosa, the 
stones being described as equal in size to rifle bullets. Great 
fears an entertained that the crops in that district have been de- 
stroyed. 
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Burglaries are again of frequent occurrence in the foreign set- 
ments, and the native police do not seem to be of much use, very 
few depredators being captured. 
LATER ADVICES BY PACIFIC MAIL. 


. The Pacific mail steamer Colorado arrived at San Francisco on 

the 28th ult., with advices from Yokohama to the 7th July. 
The following is the summary of news brought by this steamer 
as telegraphed to the New York press :— 


The Mikado left Yedo on the 28th June, accompanied by 
eight war steamers, intending to visit Kioto and other portions of 
the southern country, and return in forty days. This is the first 
time in Japanese history that a Mikado has embarked on such an 
excursion, and much good is expected to result from it. 

The Japanese Government has decided upon the promulgation 
of a new form of religion upon careful consultation with the most 
noted exponents of each sect, and all will be compelled to con- 
form thereto. The new religion will be enlightened, simple, and 
adapted to common sense, and is likely to meet the approval of 
all classes. 

Telexraphic communication between Yedo, Nagasaki and the 
outside world is to be completed within five weeks. The Japanese 
Mint has been closed for extensive additions. 

The Pacific mail steamers are unable to meet the requirements 
of shippers. Three sailing vessels are under charter for San Fran- 
cisco. The Polly Lewis is laid on for New York. Three hundred 
and fifty bales of new silk have been shipped, which showed a 
marked difference in quality from last shipments. There is busi- 
ness enough offering from Yokohama alone to supply cargoes for 
four steamers per month for the summer season. 

The Tunisian steamer Zadkia being unable to pay her debts, 
the Japanese Government has ordered her to be sold, the captain 
protesting. 

The rates of exchange have advanced, and six months bank 
bills on London are firm at 4s. 9d. 

Tea is in good demand at advancing prices. 


NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nagasaki, 15th June, 1872. 

T last wrote on the 14th ultimo, since when nothing of import- 
ance has transpired to report upon. The news I hava to send 
you in this letter amounts to nothing. The new teas are not 
expected to arrive here for some time yet, owing, it is said, to 
their being held up country for high prices. A few small lots 
have come down, but the bulk has yet to be received. ‘The rainy 
season is unusually late this year, and instead of the hot, damp 
weather usually prevalent here in June, we have had a fine 
bracing northern wind, which has made the temperature like 
October. 

The sailings for London since my last letter have been the 
British ship Lahloo, via Shanghai, on the 1st inst., and the North 
German schooner Santos on the 6th. The manifests as published 
give the cargo of the former as 3,164 packages tea, curios, &c., 
73 tons, and 200 tons of dead weight, which means old bronze 
guns, I believe, but there appears to bea desire at the present 
time on the part of some folks to be very mysterious, and the 
cargo of the Santos is understood to be private and not to be pub- 
lished, all particulars being refused. Bicsinem at present is at a 
standstill in almost everything except coals, and these are being 
sent forward freely—each chartered vessel arriving obtains her 
ek and sails again with very quick despatch. Ruates of freight 
are lower, but we have no available tonna:e in this harbour at 

resent. In consequence of the dullness, the quotations for 
rafts on London, Shanghai, d&c., and also those for nebus aud the 
new coinage, are quite nominal. ~ 

The ‘latest mail advices to hand from England are by the Eng- 
lish mail of April 19, which arrived on the 2nd inst. by H.B.M S. 
Salamis in forty-four days.

IMPORTS. 

YoxoHaMA.—The only change noticeable during the Interval had 
been an increase in the demand for Cotton Yarns, prices of which had 
advanced in consequence, the closing quotations being :—16-24, $44.75 
to 45.25; 28-32, $48 to 48.75; 38-42, $48 to 49. Grey Shirtings 
were in moderate request at a slight advance for 8} lbs. and 9 Ibs, 
weights, 7 lbs. bein, on the contrary, somewhat lower. Turkey Red 
Bhirtings had been in fair demand without alteration in prices. Other 
Cotten Goods had shown no change. For Woollens there was little or 
no inquiry, except for Blankets and Mousselines. Metals were without 
alteration. Quotations—G.E. Grey Shirtings, 7 1bs.,384 yards, 39 
in., $2.324 to 2.36 per piece; 8 Ibs., 4 to 8 lbs., 6 yards, $2 55 to 
2.60 ; 9 Ibs., 44 in., $2.874 to 2.024. G.B. White Shirtings, $2.40 to 
2.85. T-Cloths, 6 Ibs. to 7 lbs, $1.80 to 2.15. Turkey Reds, 24 
yards, 30 in., $0.85 to 1.00.

in request, Grey Shirtings had been dealt in toa lange extent, quota- | 
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tions showing a slight decline on those last given. Drills bad been 
enquired for at improving prices. Turkey Reds: Previous rates were 
fully maintained. Black Velvets were higher, and readily saleable at 
quotations. There was a moderate demand for Victoria Lawns. 
Woollens: Scarlet Camlets and Plain Orleans had advanced in value, 
a fair amount of busines having been transacted at quotations. Plain 
Mouseelines de Laine were slightly lower, with but little enquiry. Long 
Ells were quiet, Scarlet having been purchased to a small extent. Tin 
Plates had been asked for, but there was no stock. Lead: Quite un- 
raleable. Closing quotations ruled as follows: Cotton Yara: Nos. 16 
to 24, $132 to 183; 28 to 32, $142 to 143; 38 to 42, $129 to 130 per 
bale. Corton Piece Goods: GE Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs.,38 yards, 39

YoxouAMA.—Business in this market had been somewhat curtailed 
in consequence of the difficalty in obtaining freight, otherwise there 
would have been large settlements. There had been 3,300 piculs settled 
since June 9, making total since last American mail about 8,800 picals, 
consisting for the most part of good medium leaf; prices had ruled 
much the same as last quoted. but the market closed firm with an up- 
ward tondency. Supplies had continued to come in freely, and the 
stock had increased ; the quality is reported to be fair, but not improv- 
ing. There had been no export but that reported by last mail. The 
current quotations were: —Common, good common, and melium, 
nominal ; good medium, $35 to 38 per picul; fine $40 to 44; finest, 
$46 to 50; choice, $52 and upwards. 

Hroao-Osaka.—Business had been continued on a liberal scale 
at prices showing a marked decline from those paid for the earler ship- 
mente, the scarcity of tonnage, with large receipts, being the cause of 
this fall. Prices were $4 to 6 lower than at same period last season. 
The arrivals to date had been about 6,500 picals, settlements 4,000 
piculs, leaving an estimated stock of 2,500 piculs. 

NAGASAKI.—lIn the early part uf the month some transactions in 
old leaf had taken place at easier rates, and stocks were aimust ex- 
hausted. A few sample lots of new season’s teas were on offer, but, as 
they came from the immediately adjacent districts, they had not 
afforded much indication «f the general qnality of the bulk of Nagasaki 
teas. One or two small parcels of imitation Uji or Y-kohama leat had 
been sold at as high a price as $33 per picul, No large arrivals of new 
crop teas were expectet till after the rainy season, which would be 
over in about a month from date.

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BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for July show a large increase in 
the declared value of enpore the total being £23 005,330, 
against £19,817,991 in July, 1671, and £17,446,764 in the cor- ; 
responding period of 1870. The increase is very equally distri- ~ 
buted over most of the leading items, a large share falling, as 
usual, to metals and minerals. Among the principal changes are 
the following :—There is an augmentation under the heads of 
alkah, apparel, chemical products, coal and coke—60 per cent. in 
value; cotton manufactures—19 per cent.; ear!henware, haber- 
dashery, hardware, iron and steel—33 per cent.; lead, iinen 
manufactures, machinery, silk yarn and manufactures, telegraphic 
wire, woollen and worsted manufactures, and unenumerated arti- 
cles. Cotton, linen, and woollen yarns have fallen off. The 
imports show a decrease in wheat and cotton, which is due in 
each case to diminished receipts from the United States. The 
total declared value of imports last month was £29,972,027, 
against £31,257,465 in July, 1871, and £24,690,140 in July, 1870,

THE SUEZ CANAL DUES. 

Mr. Gourtsy asked the Under Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs if any negotiations had been entered into with the Turkish 
Government relative to the navigation of the Suez Canal, and the in- 
crease of dunes imposed by the Company since the 1-t July; and 
whether he could inform the House if it was nota princple stipulated 
for in the construction of the Canal that its international neutrality 
asa highway to and from the Esst should be preserved fur the use of 
the shipping of all natiuns. 

Lord Enrigcp replied that, in consequence of communications from 
the Italian Government and from other quarters on the subject of the 
intended imposition by the Suez Canal Company of tonnage dues of 
10 francs on the gross tonnage, Sir Henry Elliiot was instructed to as- 
certain the views of the Turkish Government, and he reported that 
the Porte was at firet disposed to think that the Company were not 
justified, under the terms of the concession, in considering the total 
capacity as gross tonnage; but it appeared from a further despatch 
that the Porte had come to the conclusion that the Company might 
charge gross tonnage dues, making some allowance for engine and 
coaling space. That was the view taken by ourown law officers. With 
regard to the second part of the question, there could be no doubt 
that the international neutrality of the Canal was provided for in one 
of the etipulations of the Treaty. (Hear, hear). 

Mr. Nonwoop asked the President of the Board of Trade whether 
astatement that appeared recently in a public print was correct, viz., 
that the Board of Trade, in replying to a communication from the 
Suez Canal Company informing the British Government of its inten. 
tion to levy dues on the gross tonnage of shipping instead of the net 
tonnage, used words to the following effact :—“ 1am to add that the 
Board of Trade are glad to find that the company have come to this 
decision, as the Board of Trade believe that the principle of charging 
dues on the gross tonnage of all ships is correct ;” and further, it he 
had any objection to lay upon the table of the House the correspon 
dence that had passed during the present year between the Board of 

. Trade and the Suez Canal Company.—Mr. C. Forrescvue said that a 
letter had been addressed lately by the Suez Canal Company to the 
Board of Trade, and an answer had been returned to it. It contained 
such a passage ar that which his hon. friend had read. The pasaage 
contained an opinion of a theoretical kind in favour of measurement 
by gross tonnage s'rictly speaking, that being not a question of the 
amount of duty to be raised but of the amount of measurement. It 
would not be suited to the circumstances of this country at present, 
considering the Dock Acts under which charges were levied at some of 
our ports, As far as he understood the intentions of the Suez Canal 
Company, they neither intended to adopt the eystem of grogs tonnage 
pure and simple, nor one that pointed to the adoption of the English 
practice, but they favoured a system which would be neither the one 


nor the other. 
INDIAN FINANCE. 

(6th.) On the motion for going into committee on East India 
Yevenue accounts Mr Grant Durr (Under Secretary for India) pro 
ceeded to make the annual statement in reference to the finances of 
Hindurtan, remarking that the prospect on the whole was satisfac- 
tory, as the income for the year ended the 31st of March, 1871, bad 
exceeded the expectation formed of it, while the expenditure hi.d been 
less than was anticipated. Fifty-one millions of revenue had been 
anticipated, and £51,413,000 had been realised, while the payments 
were less than had been provided for. The grand result was that, 
instead of having a surplus of £1,083,000, they had realised 
£1,482,000, showing an increase on the preceding year of £512.000. 
The principal items of increase had arisen from assegsed taxes and 
customs duties. Commenting next upon the balances in hand, both 
here and in India, the hon. gentleman contended that such were the 
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peculiar features of Indian finance that it was absolutely necessary to 
keep a large balance to meet the sudden demands that might be 
made upon the Secretary of State. Proceeding then to trace the 
financial history of the country since the period of the mutiny, 
he showed that, whereas the exceas of expenditure over income 
in that interval had heen only £7,500,000, India had received 
value in the shape of public works of a reproductive character 
of £37,500,000. The whole local taxation of India, upon which so much 
stress had been laid, was only £5,500,000. and the whole of this had 
been devoted to local purposes. Passing next to the political condition 
ofthe empire, Mr. Grant Duff insi-ted that the murder of Lord Mayo 
had no political significance whatever, and that if the people of India 
were in a chronic condition of discontent the Government of India 
were ignorant of the fact. The possibility of danger always attended 
the administration of that vast empire, and at any moment some un- 
regarded trifle might lead to trouble and alarm. But, hiving made 
that admission, he must give a most emphatic denial to the statements 
made in society and in the press that the present condition of India 
was marked by exceptional discontent. Party passions raged there as 
furiously as in any country, but the alarmist statement; with regard 
to India were simply the exaggerations or the fabrications of persons 
who had their own particular ideas to advance or their own particular 
interests to forward. His noble friend at the head of the India-office 
was in the closest communication, private as well as public, with all 
those who held in their hands the threads of the Indian Government, 
and he knew whatever was to be known of the affaira of the country. 
The religious revival which had prevailed in the west of Europe had 
found its way to the Muasulman world, and that was a fact. in Indian 
affairs which must not be ignored, although it would be easy to over. 
rate its importance. The influence of extended education aad of in- 
creased communications with Europeans had raised up—he would not 
gay an Indian public opinion, because that would probably be pre- 
mature—but an Indian class and section of opinion upoa which it was 
quite necessary for Government to reckon. The railway and the tele- 
graph, although they had coasiderably added to our power, bad never- 
theleas added to the power of those who ‘‘loved us not,” and it was 
necessary that we should ‘' walk warily and not boast of the morrow.” 
The experiment of India government, with all its faults, was the 
noblest and the most beneficent experiment in the way of government 
that the world had ever seen. It was working most satisfactorily. and at 
this moment there was no more cause for uneasincas than was usually the 
case. In 1869 Lord Mayo found the income-tax non-existent, but after a 
lapse of two or tbree months he re-established it. Six months passed 
over, and Lord Mayo and his advisers got the reluctant acquieecence 
of the Secretary of State to double the income-tax and iucrease the 
salt-tax. After another six months the income-tax was further in 
creased, so that in the antumn of 1870 fuord Mayo had, in the course 
of eighteen months, re introduced, doubled. and trebled the tax 
which of all taxes in India was the most unpopular with those who 
made opinion—namely, our own European officers, and that influential 
class which wrote in the newspapers. Very general discontent did 
certainly prevail in India last year, but since the reduction of the 
income-tax that feeling had lessened, and the state of things had en- 
tirely changed. If Lord Mayo had alcered his opinion in 1871 with 
regard to the income-tax, how much more cheerful would his opinion 
be now under the improved state of Indian finance, and when the 
lowered income-tax was applied to a smaller class of persona! [f that 
were 80, what became of the firat half of the foundation of the bon. 

entleman’s resolution? It was sapp d and destroyed, leaving the un- 
fortunate resolution in the uncomfortable predicament of having 
nothing to do with the actualities of 1872. With regard to the finances 
of India in the coming year, it was impossible for anvone either in or 
out of India to form an opinion that would be worth having. He 
had no {dea what opinion Lord Northbrook would come to in 
regard to the income-tax. Lord Mayo, in his latter days, inclined 
against the income-tax as permanent, but at the same time he p'aced 
it merely there among the matters that called for change, and would 
have been disposed to deal first with a modification of the salt duty, 
Within three weeks of his lamented death, his opinion in regard to 
the wild stories of oppreasion in counection with the imposition of the 
income-tax, was in accordance with those which General Barrow en- 
tertained. Tt was easy to say that the finances of India were suscep- 
tible of improvement. He did not stind there to say that the system 
of Indian taxation was by any means perfect, but any one acquainted 
with the subject knew that in times past the taxes had been ten times 
more burdensome than they were now. (Hear, hear). He did notsee 
that the House could derive any light on the subject from the remarks 
that the hon. member for Brighton was going to addreas to them —(a 
liugh)—as these remarka must be founded on an imperfect knowledge 
of the facts, and the select committee, in their interim report, had ex. 
pressed, with only one dissentient voice, namely, that of the hon. 
member for Brighton, the opinion that the evidence given before it 
had not, as yet, been such ag to enable it to arrive at a just conclu- 
sion. Ifany half-dozen members, similarly in a minority, acted in 
the way the hon. member waa doing, they would have it in their power 
to stop the whole business of the House. 

Mr. Fawortr (L.) moved—“ That this House, considering the 
atatements of the late Lord Mayo that ‘a feeling of discontent and 
dissatisfaction exists among every class, both European and native, in 
our Indian Empire. on account of the conatant incresse of taxation 
which has been for years going on,’ and that ‘ the continuance of that 
feeling is a political danger the magnitude of which can hardly he over 
estimated,’ is of opinion that the income tax, which is generally ad- 
mitted to be unsuited to the people of India, might during the com- 
ing financial year be dispensed with ; and that other taxes exception- 
ally burdensome to the people of India might be considerably reduced 
if the finances of that country were administered with adequate care 
and economy.” The hon. gentleman said that as an independent 
member he had given notice of thia motion in order to do what he 
could to prevent the discussion of the Indian Budget from being a 
farce. No one who had the smallest acquaintance with the feelings of 
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the people of India could doubt that thie shelving of the Indian Budget 
to the fag-end of the sersion would be regarded by them as showing a 
determination on the part of Government to treat their affairs with 
neglect, The peculiarity of the finances of India was the elasticity of 
the expenditure and the inelasticitv of the revenne. The land, the 
most important item of revenue, yielded about £21,000,000 in gross, 
and £18,000 000 net. At least one-fifth of this, that yielded by 
permanently settled districta, was absolutely fixed; the reat wag set- 
tled for 39 years at a fixed rent, and could only slightly be increased 
as the estates fell in. Mr. Campbell, Lientenant-Governor of Bengal, 
had said this increase would be counterbalanced by a redaction of 
revenue in Madras, the land of which was let direct to the ryots, who 
were too highly arsersed. Salt, the next most important item, yielded 
£6,000,000, which every competent authority concluded could not be 
increased. A lower tax might cause greater consumption, but as the 
duty varies between 500 and 2,500 per cent. upon the cost it could not 
be raised. Opium, the next most important source of revenue, yielded 
between £6,000,000 and£8,000,000. The Government virtually traded 
in this, and obtained the highest possible price for it; but according to 
Sir Rutherford Alcock, our late Minister in China, no revenue could 
be more precarious than that obtained from opium. Although desiroug 
of dealing with opium as a financial question only, he could not re- 
frain from expressing the fear that some might think us hypocritical 
in forcing a deleterious drug upon the Chinese in our anxiety to obtain 
revenue and profit from opium while members of the Legislature per- 
mitting it made moral speeches and took infinite credit for restricting 
the sale of intoxicating liquors at home. Sir R. Alcock stated the 
Chinese regaried our cultivation of opium with great jealousy, were 
increasing the cultivation of it themselves, contemplated prohibiting 
ite importation in the hope of stopping its growth, and now taxed it 
100 per cent. ; the reduction of this tax he assumed would inevitably 
reduce our revenue, and he concluded by stating that had he been able 
to make concessions in the shape of restricting the importation of 
opium from India he might have secured almost any terms from the 
Chinese in the treaty he was negotiating as regarde “ admitting Eng- 
lish commodities.” Nothing, therefore, could be more uncertain than 
the revenue from opium. The other sources of revenue, including 
those from duties on drugs, import duties, and tributes from princes, 
could not increase, and this being so, he invited the attention of the 
House to the enormously increasing cost of Indian administration. 
Summing up all the conclosions, the result was that they had a moat 
elastic expenditure and an avowed policy of the Government of un- 
dertaking new and enormous liabilities, against which he asked 
the Honse to protest. No more striking corroboration of his 
argument could be fonnd than the emphatic statements of Mr. 
Massey, who maintained that the inexpansive nature of the revenue 
rendered rigid ecouomy in Indian administration absolutely necessary. 
That gentleman also stated that all the sources of taxation had been 
used up, and that there was nothing left to rely upon but the income- 
tax. Like embarrassed traders, the Government had been devoting 
capital to income. In 1869 and 1870 there appeared a miscellaneous 
receipt of £340,000, as an ordinary item of income, but this was dis- 
covered to be a portion of the capital of the military funds, and the 
con'roller of finance was obliged to admit that the item wis put down 
to cover the prodizality of army expenditure. The Malta and Alex- 
andria Telegraph had cost the Indian Government £115,900, but the 
cable turved out to be absolutely worthless, and waa sold at an enormous 
dixcount, the proceeds of the sale being put down to income. The 
Government of India was now so arranged as to reduce the guarantees 
of economy ton minimum, There were four or five spending depart- 
mente, and there was an absence of that personal and specific re- 
sponsibility which was essential. ‘The office of the Secretary of State, 
too was so constituted that there was no adequate protection for the 
interests of India. The holder of the office changed with parties, and 
when he had acquired some practical knowledge of [ndian affairs, he was 
liable to be transferred to another office. India appeared to be toooften re- 
garded axa country created to increase English trade and to supply cotton. 
All over India waa to be seen the same disastrous policy of guarantee- 
ing and carrying on works at the public expenditure. Ifhe were asked 
to propose a remeciy for the waste and extravagance that were going 
on in Ind'a, he could suygest. no better one than that the Engli«h 
people should thoroughly awaken to the responsihility of the trust 
reposed in them when they uadertook to govern 150,0:10,000 of people, 
and the magnitude of the «take which they held in India. The amount 
invested in India under a system of guarantees, and in one form of 
public undertaking or another, was £180 000,000. It was nec-xsgary 
the English people should be reminded of the great atake they had in 
India, and of the critical condition of Indian finance. Much might be 
done by educating public opinion with regard to lessening expenditure 
in India, and introducing greater economy. He was aware that a 
resolution passed in that House had not the authority of law. It was 
only the expression of the opinion of the Huuse of Commons, and 
the Indian Government might attach what value the pleased to it. It 
was the opinion of Mr. Massey that, if the military expenditure of 
India were properly supervi-ed, one million sterling, at least, might 
be saved ; and Lord Sandhurst, before he left India, stated that the 
amalgamation of the separate armies of Bombay and Madras 
would not only insure greater strength and efficiency, but that 
without such amalgamation it waa hopeless to expect economy. 
(Hear, hear). No Finance Minister of India, except Sir R. 
Temple, could be quoted in favour of the income tax. Sir C. 
Trevelyan, Mr. Laing, and Mr. Massey had all spoken strongly against 
it. Mr. Laing had asserted that for every rupee that came to the 
Treasury as the proceeds of the tax two rupees were taken from the 
people by various means of extortion or corruption. Mr. Massey said 
no power on earth would induce him to become Finance Minister if 
the Secretary of State imposed on him the condition that the income- 
tax shoald be retained as part of the financial system. There was 
evidence that the tax fell most heavily on the poorest class of the 
caltivators, and that in Bengal that class had shown a desire to emi- 
grate to Nepaal. Mr. Inglis, in a speoch in the Legislative Council in 
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India, had asserted that for one man who was legally liable to pay the 
tax as many as twen'y were illegally assessed. Mr. Robinson, another 
official member of that Council, testified that the tax wag producing 
a sullen feeling of discontent throughout the country. This very 
year the income-tax could easily be dispensed with. It was only 
necessary to check the expenditure on public works and overhaul the 
military expenditure. The system of Government guarantee and 
State expenditure in regard to public works was quite uncalled-for, 
and had the effect of crashing private enterprise in India. What 
India needed in the matter of public works was rest. A decentralised 

system of Indian finance had recently been introduced which would 

only have the effect of greatly increasing the amount of taxation, 

Local taxation was a much more insidious evil than imperial taxation, 

as it was much more likely to escape detection. 

Mr. Togrens (L.) seconded the amendment, declaring that the 
statement of the Under Secretary for India was no budget at all, and 
that it ought to be the object of the Government to give effect to the 
pledge given by Lord Mayo that India should be governed for the 
benefit of the people of India. 

Mr. Eastwiox regretted that the Budget had not been brought on 
at an earlier period of the session, as many gentlemen who took the 
greatest interest in the subject, and were most entitled to speak upon 
it, were missed from that debate. He altogether dissented from the 
very unfavourable opinion which had been expressed in some quarters 
as to Sir R. Temple’s Budget for 1872-3. Tnat Budget showed a sar- 
plus of £230,000, and proposed to defray all the extraordinary ex- 
penses of the year without raising a single shilling by way of loan, 
besides exhibiting a cash balance of over £24,000,000. He regarded 
the Budget as by far the most promising that had been presented for 
the last seven years, and felt sure that the present surplus was due to 
the invincible determination of the late Lord Mayo to bring the public 
expenditure within the public income. With regard to opium, nothing 
could be more uncertain than estimates founded upon that traffic, for 
an Indian Finance Minister, with all the advantages accruing from hig 
office, was unable to calculate within two millions what the opinm 
traffic would be. At present Sir R. Templo anticipated from the en- 
suing year a falling off of over £1,500,000, and all that could safely be 
predicated of that estimate was that for some reason or another it was 
sure to be wrong. The opium traffic was the disturbing element in 
Indian finance, and we should never have a correct estimate as long 
as this drug was one of the chief sources of the revenue. We ought, 
therefore, to be always prepared for a deficit, and as in India we could 
not impose any new tax without encountering a very serious oppuai- 
tion, the only remedy was to prepare for this deficit by a reduction of 
expenditure. 

Mr. R. Fowias admitted that it would be well if an income-tax 
could be dispensed with in India. Opium was, however, a more objec- 
tionable source of revenue, both on financial and moral grounds. Mr. 
Laing and Mr. Massey looked upon the revenue derived from opiam 
aa satisfactory, because in their opinion it was permanent. But to his 
mind it was most precarious, for what guarantee had we that the Chi- 
nese might not grow sufficient opium for their own consumption? 
That, however, was not the only ground on which he condemned the 
tax. The history of the opium revenue was most discreditable, and 
a distinguished authority had said long ago that no amount of revenue 
ead justify us in inflicting such harm as was done by the opium 
trade. 

The debate was continued for some time, but eventually Mr. Fawcett 
withdrew his motion, and the budget as introduced by Mr. Grant Daff 
was . 








Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameunga, Ava. 6. 

In one of my last letters I stated that the German Government 
intended to engage young lawyers as student-interpreters in China 
and Japan, where, ufter passing their examination in the language of 
the country they would be attuched to the Consulates there, and even- 
tually be adm.tted to the Consular Service. At the present time 
of day, when pareuts find it so difficult to find a career for their chil- 
dren, it was theught that the number of applications would be legion, 
and that the Government would have the pick and choice of the most 
intelligent and promising; but such is by no means the case, and for 
once Prince Bismark is at fault in his anticipations, for only a very 
few have applied for the appointment. This has been varluusly ac- 
counted for, but, according to my humble opinion, the Consular Service 
—I speak of the Consules Missi—is by no means popular in Germany. 
In the first place, the salary is fixed on a very moderate scale, though i¢ 
is true there are certain additional perquisites or allowances which vary 
according to the locality ; but these are not be relied on as regular ine 
come, Seconilly, the fers received tor passports, certificates and ship- 
ping have to be accounted for to the Government, and are not allowed 
to go into their private pocket, as is the casc with the unsalaried mer: 
chant Consuls, But I think the greatest objection of all is that whilst 
in most other countries the Consular Service is considered as the nursery 
or infant-school of diplomacy, by the German system the door is shut 
in their faces, and there is no connection between the two branches 
of the service, so that the paid Consuls have but a very limited sphore 
of action, and still less chance of promotion or opportunity of distin- 
guishing themselves by superior zeal, knowledge, or efficiency. This of 
course tends to discourage young men of good university education pos- 
sessed of sufficient ambition to make a career for themselves. On the 
other hand, I am inclined to think that the bugbear of distance from 
home or unhealthiness of climate no longer creates any alarm in the 
German mind. I once heard a gentleman gay that Scotchmen and rats 
werc to be met with in every country in the world, to which a Ham- 
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burger added ‘‘and Germans also.” Promotions from the Consular 
to the Diplomatic Service belong to the most rare exceptions, and are 
then more the result of influential connections than brilliant public. 
services, the only case on record being that of Count Keyserlingk, at 
present the German Ambassador at Constantinople, who was suddenly 

itshforked into bis present high position from the comparatively in- 
si appointment of Consul-General at Bucharest, in consequence of- 
his being nearly related to the wife of a certain distinguished personage. 
In the meantime it is a well-known fact that there is a great scarcity of- 
suitable persons, and that is the reason why so many Consulates are at 
this moment vacant. This is the case at St. Petersburg, Rome, Odessa, 
Christiania, Bahia, and others, whilst the lately established Consulate, 
at Algiers, which was also going a-begging, has just been given to Herr 
von Soden, a young Wurtemburg jurist of good family, who has only 
recently quitted the University, and ie of course without any practical 
knowledge of his duties or experience of the service. 

The monthly statistical returns compiled and issued by the Board of 
Trade give a very satisfactory proof of the great increase of the navi- 
gation and trade of this city. Uptothe end of July the number of 
vessela that had arrived here was 3,405, with a tonnage of 801,820 lasts 
(of two tons eacb), ayninst 3 023 vessels with 684,300 lasts in the cor- 
responding seven months of last year. The namber of veasels arrived 
from European ports has risen from 2,583 to 2,880, and from Trans- 
atlantic countries from 356 to 525. Steam navigation seems destined 
to absorb the whole trade in time ; already the number (1,569, against 
1,310 last year) exceeds one-hulf of the vessels and three-quarters of 
the tonnage, and in spite of the lately opened new accommodation for 
loading and discharging at the quays, the authorities have the greatest 
difficulty in finding room for all the new arrivals, It is under these 
circumstances of the utmost importance to execute without delay the 
works for the new open docks mentioned in one of my recent letters. 

It has been the custom here from time immemorial for the merchants 
to make presents in money at Christmas to their bookkeepers and clerks, 
and this has hitherto been done in a gold coin made expressly for the 
purpose, and called a Hamburg Ducat, of the value of about eight marks 
currency. They are coined or re-coined every year, bearing the date of 
the following year, and being just issued from the mint have a bright 
and glittering appearance, much valued by the youthful recipients, and 
this makes them reluctant to spend them. It is well known that these 
Christmas donations have formed the nest eggs of many colossal for- 
tunes made since. In the face of the forthcoming alteration of the 
currency it has not escaped the vigilance of our keen-eyed chamber of 
commerce that a corresponding change will a)-o soon be required, and it 
is proposed to replace them next Christmas by the new ten-mark gold 
pieces. On inquiry at the Bank, where they were issued, it was ascer- 
tained that the number thus given away ranges between 50,000 and 
60,000, and varies according to the magnitude of the business, length of 
service, and the general state of trade. 

The coinage of the new gold currency goes on but slowly. Down 
to the 13th of July there had been coined 203,965,180 marks 
in twenty-mark pieces, and 8,155,060 marks in ten-mark pieces. 
In the week from July 14 to 20 the Mint at Berlin turned out 
8,121,270 marks, Hanover 1,004,940 marks, Frankfort 2,104,860 
marks, Munich 1,196,920 marke, Dresden 1,224,780 marks, Stutt- 

552,420 marks, and Carleruhe 250,000 marks,—making toge- 
ther a total of 221,575,430 marks, which, however, is but little 
more than one-tenth of the sum required for the currency of 
the country, which is estimated to be 2,000 million marks, besides 
the needful amount of the smaller silver and copper coius for 
change, to say nothing of bank note to an unlimited extent. Almost 
every week large quantities of gold arrive here from England and Ame- 
rica ; thuslast Saturday bullion from London of the value of $8,500,000, 
which was forwarded tothe mint at Frankfort to be turned into German 
money. 

Laut week the Prince and Princess von Bismark celebrated their 
Silberne Hochzeit, or twenty-fifth anniversary of their wedding day, It 
was known thatthe Prince wi-hed to paxs the day quietly inthe bosom of his 
family at Varzin, and his wish was of course respected, and there was 
no ovation or public di«play ; but he received a hundred and ninety- 
two telegrams of congratulation on the auspicious occasion from the 
Emperor, the members «f the Royal Family and other distinguished 
friends. The Prince and Princess, with their daughter and two sons, 
as well as some intimate gueste staying in the house attended Divine 
service at the parish church of Wossew, where the villagers had deco- 
rated the family pew with a gay assortment of flowers and wreaths. 

It hag been notified to the Foreign office that the Japanese Govern. 
ment intend to estublish a permanent Embassy at Berlin, and that the 
person designated for the appointment Is the Vice- Minister Jamajathsl, 
who is now on his road to Hurope as member of one of the Japanese 
Special Missions. 

The former so-called *‘ correspondence cards" have now been replaced 
by a new izsue called simply “ post cards,” the postage on them js re- 
duced from one to halfa groschen, and being much smaller and handier 
have become a very favourite means of communication, and are much 
more extensively used than the first issue. 

We learn from Venice that the British steamer Bivouac has arrived 
at that port from Rangoon with 14,000 bags of rice, consigned to the 
house of Angelo Resada and Co., it being the first cargo that has arrived 
at Venice from the Birman Empire via the Suez Canal. 


COMMERCIAL. 
Business toa moderate extent continues to be done in both black and 
pee teas at former rates. The fiver descriptions of table rice were in 
mand, and higher prices are willingly paid, whilst inferior qualities are 
neglected, and might be had ashade cheaper; no sales of rough. There 
is a lively demand for Cassia Lignea, and Pepper moves off briskly at 
Jgech. beo. for Singapore, 64 for Penang, and 17 for white.

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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
RorrerpaM, August 7. 

A sharp contest for the election of two members to the Second Cham* 
ber has ended in a defeat of the Conservatives. In this district Mr: 
Otto van Rees was returned by 834 votes, his principal opponent re- 
ceiving only 383 votes. In Deventer Mr. P. Blusse van Oud Albla® 
defeated the Conservative candidate by a large majority, the numbers 
being 688 against 199. I need not add that general satisfaction i¢ 
expressed in our Liberal papers at these results. This being the only 
political matter for the Tory press to comment upon, journalists of that 
party have had to seek for other subjects, and have raised a seemingly 
endless discussion about the next meeting of the Internationale Society, 
which, as you already know, is to be held in the Haguc. If we are to 
believe the exaggerations of the Dagblad, our towns are on tho eve of 
being burnt down by Communists and petroleuses, our social system is 
to be upset, and disorder generally is to prevail. It is, therefore, neces- 
sary that the meeting should be prevented. The Liberal press on the 
contrary maintains that these Internationalists are as free as other men, 
that they come to a free country, and that as long as they do nut 
do anything by which they are brought into collision with the police, 
they must be permitted. It is suggested, however, that one condition be 
imposed, which is that the debates be held publicly, that no secret session 
be tolerated. And indeed there are no grounds upon which the Inter- 
nationalists can be refused admission here. The Dutch have no open ears 
for their exaggerated opinions and false principles. It is true that from 
time to time we hear about strikes—and these certainly are organised by 
the Internationale— but generally the disputes are speedily settled. There 
is only one movement amongst our workmen, which threatens to become 
of a serious character, that amongst our compositors. They ask for 
higher wages—which they are quite right in doing—and as the masters re- 
fuse any concession it is very probable that some newspapers will be obliged 
to auspend publication. Nothing has transpired about the doinge of the 
new Ministers, except that the Budget of Mr. Fransen van do Putte—who 
returned a few days ago from Marienbad—will show a very large expen- 
diture, as will also that of the new leader of the War Department, a fact 
which will be the cause of much grief to our economical Minister of 
Finance, who would like to come before Parliament with low figures. 
But these are only on dits, which will perhaps prove to be without foun- 
dation. More credible is the rumour that the new Minister of the Co- 
lonial Department will at once propose to abolish flogging in the army, 
as he abolished in 1865 that shameful punishment in the Civil Service. 
Other rumours are current about new measures, but I think it prudent 
to wait for their confirmation before repeating them. It is even asserted 
that the results of the mission of Messrs. Motke and Uytenhoven will 
already be visible in this Budget. If this proves true, then certainly 
no more complete denial could be given to the assertion of the Batavia 
a ea of the Arnhemeche Courant that their mission is a total 
failure. ~ 

The Staats Courant of the 3rd August bas published the returns of the 
trade and shipping of Java and Madura, during the year 1871. The 
figures are generally satisfactory, and they show that the private trade 
is gradually increasing. Both imports and exports have greatly aug- 
mented, and the returns of shipping bring to light the important fact 
that produce is carried more and more by vesscls under foreign—~ 
especially English—flaga, a result of the protection which our ship- 
owners have enjoyed so long that all their enterprising spirit ba» de- 
parted, I have repeatedly told you that our East Indiamen are either 
lying useless in our harbours, or that they have been sold for other 
purposes. 

By a Royal decree of 12th Aug., 1869, 8 commission was appointed 
in Java, charged with the :mportant task of making a draft for the re- 
vision of the Colonial Laws. The report of that commission has just 
been published. Complaints are made that the Budgets always arrive 
out too late, because the Statca-General are go long in debste u 
thera, and the commission recommends that henceforth the Budget 
should be fixed by Royal decree solely. Several reforms are proposed, 
with the view to simplify the Governments] system. It remaine to be 
seen whether the important work of the commission will be of any 
practicul use. 

Mr. J. J. Blankenhagen, who lately arrived from Java, has been re- 
leased from hig duties ae Consel for Austria at Batavia, and Dlr. van 
Delden, President of the Batavia Chamber of Commerce, bas been 
appointed Consul-General. 

In a few days will be published the first number of a Democratic 
paper—Het Vrye Volk. 1am glad to find that the staff includes some 
respectable authors, 

1 have but little change to report in the general features of the Pro- 
duce Market. Prices of Coffee continae to be well maintaned in the 
proportion of 47c. for good ordinary Java of the Trading Company 
supplies, but there is bat little stirring in the market. The August sale 
will probably be held on the 2lst inst., but it is not yet announced. 
The Sugar Market has continued to exhibit a quiet appearance, and no 
transactions bave taken place. The business done in Spiccs bas been 
confined to some sales of Nutmegs ut steady prices. Rice remains un- 
altered. The demand is dormant. Hides continue active at steady 
prices. Important parcels ex Jason, Cornelis Gips, and Tyburnia have 
been sold. The demand for Tin is lively; Banca has sold for usual 
prompt at f.05} to f.96. Tea is quiet, but prices are well supported.

THE REPORT ON THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

Ir is said that, in the House of Commons, the votes on any 
question under discussion are in nu wise affected by the 
speeches made, for or against the measure, and, were we to 
accept the Report on the Diplomatic and Consular Services as 
a fair specimen of the results of Parliamentary Committees, 
we should feel inclined to add that no evidence taken before 
a Select Committee, in any way effeots the political bias given 
to the proceedings by the promoters of the enquiry. The 
present Committee was called into being at the request of 
certain Parliamentary economists, not with the intention of 
considering the real welfare of the service, but of cutting 
down every item of expenditure, which by any shadow of ex- 
cuse might be curtailed. This intention is revealed in 
every line of the Report. With their commendations, which 
do not cost anything, the Committee are lavish. ‘The di- 
‘rect testimony thus given is, on the whole,” they say, “very 
“ favourable to the character of the Consuls, and totheir effi- 
“ cient conduct in the discharge of their duties. . . It is clear, 
“therefore, that the appointments to Consulships have been, 
“on the whole, creditable to the appointing authority; that 
“the character of the Consuls stand high throughout: the 
“world ; and that their duties are generally discharged in an 
“ adequate and satisfactory manner.” In all cases where reduc- 
tions are possible they are prompt and decided; of the 
changes suggested by Mr. Kennepy of the Foreign-office, in 
the Consulates in Turkey and Egypt, by which a saving of 
about £3,000 per annum may be effected, they say, “ These 
changes your Committee recommend for adoption ;” when 
Mr. ALABASTER gave evidence as to the possibility of a 
marked reduction in the establishment at Siam, they recom- 
mended its adoption ; and the proposals of Sir R. ALcoox and 
Mr. Mepuurst that the rank of Interpreter should be abo. 
lished in China, and that the number of students at Peking 
shall be reduced to six, met with their approval ; while a 
strong point was made of Sir Harry Parkes’ statement that 
the Consulates in Japan are efficiently worked with a smaller 
proportion of staff than thosein China. But when they were 
met by evidence which forced on them the consideration of 
recommending an increase of pay on account of the increased 
cost of living they were obdurate. “ Your Committee,” they 
say, “are strongly opposed to a general and indiscriminate 
“ raising of salaries. The cost would be too great, and the 
“operation would inevitably require to be repeated a few years 
“hence. In fact, the same statements of pay inadequate tu 
“ expenditure, and of prices having been raised 100 per cent., 
“appear to have been made to the Committee which 
“gat fifteen years ago.” It is difficult to understand this 
reasoning. If it is true that fifteen years ago the cost of 
living bad largely increased, that since then it has been 
further enbanced and is still rising, surely it is the duty of 











need be said. So entirely have the energies of the Com. 
mittee been devoted to the consideration of reduction of 
“xpenditure, that on some points they appear to have entirely 
misunderstood the constitution of the Services upon which 
they are called to report. For instance, they say tat 
in China, where promotion is the great inducement, ant is 
indeed almost the privilege of the juniors, an opening should 
be made for earlier and more rapid promotion, by employ- 
ing juniors as assistants to the superior officers, As this hag 
been the rule in the Service ia China since its formation the 
remark is weak and meaningless, In an article last week on 
this subject we expressed our belief that the Report of the 
Committee would become a dead letter, and a further consi- 
deration of its pages ouly makes us earnestly hope that we 
may be right. 


OUR CHARGE D’AFFAIRES IN JAPAN. 

Tr the latest news brought from Yedo by telegram via 
New York is to be accepted as correct Mr. Watson, our new 
Chargé d Affaires, has made a most unfortunate début on the 
stage of Japanese politics. The substance of the telegram is 
to the effect that Mr. Watson refused to be presented to the 
Mikapo unless he were allowed to stand in his presence 
instead of being obliged to squat down, and that TeRasaima 
Tozo, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, having objected to 
this arrangement, Mr. Watson had sent home for instructions, 
pending the arrival of which he had notified his intention of 
absenting himself from Court. We cannot help suspecting 
that there must be some mistake in all this. It is scarcely 
possible to believe that after all that has been done in Japan 
a reactionary policy is about to supersede the wise counsels 
and progreasive liberalism of the Mixapo and his Ministers. 
Reform has lately been marching on with such rapid strides 
under their guidance that we are almost tired of taking notes 
of the various changes effected in the internal administration 
of the country. By the mail just arrived we have reported a list 
of improvements effected and contemplated within fourteen 
days, the like of which may be vainly looked for in as many 
years in China. Aud is it probable that when they are just 
about to reap the fruits of their enlightened policy the 
Mrxapo’s advisers should turo sharp round and throw them- 
selves into the arms of the small anti-foreign section of the 
commnnity? The only other alternative consistent with the 
correctness of the telegram is that Mr. Watson has been 
guilty of an egregious blunder. This, until we receive more 
definite information, we must hesitate to believe. It is diffi- 
cult to understand how the negotiations as to the attitude 
he was to assume in the Audience Chamber arose prior to his 
being presented. The course he would naturally pursue 
would be to follow the precedent laid down by his predeces- 
sors in office, and to take it for granted that the same cour- 
tesy which was shown to them would be extended to him. 
We are so unwilling to accept either of these alternatives, 
that, knowing how sometimes the most substantial looking 
telegraphio reports dwindle down, on closer inspection, to 
the shadows of their former selves, we prefer suspending our 
opinion on the question until we shall be in receipt of fuller 
aud more exact information. 

Since the above article was written we have received ad- 
vices by the Pacific mail confirmatory of the telegraphic 
report, but the pusition of affairs indicated that the matter 
would be satisfactorily settled.

The Dutch official paper (de Staats Courant) of the 3rd inst. 
publishes returns of the trade and shipping of Java during the 
year 1871, compared with the results of former years. The im- 
ports on private account during 1871 amounted to f.53,876 320, 
and on Government account to f.16,264.820, making a total of 
f.70,141,140, or $6,157,630 over the total for 1870. The value of 
the private imports was from Holland f.20.808,330, against 
f.19,3852,145, in 1870; from England, f.7,454,648, against 
f.7,534,175 ; from China, f1090,643, against £991,757; from 
Manila, f.624, against £97,057; from Japan, f.87,568, against 
£.82,577 ; from Singapore, f.8,796,803, against f.6,349,401. The 
import of cotton manufactures was valued at f.18,076,694, against 
f.16 024,770, in 1870 ; provisions, f.2,917,124, against £.2,854,401 ; 
wines and spirits, f.2,320,586, against f.2,470,569 ; ironwork and 
machinery, f.1,150,236, against f.731,705. The value of the cotton 
goods imported from Holland was f.10,414,046 (f.7,825,491, with 
certificate of origin), and from England f.4,996,335. The imports 
of iron manufactures and machinery from Holland, with certi- 
ficate of origin, amounted to £202,526; and from elsewhere, 
£.947,710. 

The total value of the export of merchandise was f.126,785,502, 
viz., ou private account f.89,516,822, on Government's account 
f.37,268,680, showing, when compared with the previous year, a 
favourable balance of f.19,025,396. To Holland the value of the 
exports on private account during 1871 was f.49,083,924, against 
f.37,595,688 in 1870 ; to England, f.2,607,773, against f.699,306 ; 
to America, f.4,373,538, against f.2,272,483 ; to Australia,f.2,715,814,
